oies. 

18. Tho American Corporatiors in Min- 
nesota and Dt'c.tah, i^:n.l;iiR north, with a 
.sharp eye lo (a'.uic divHltiiida, walco kOL-ol^ 
Iho ptoj;re'-s o!' doV(L,)piii.;iiis on the Cana-i 
dian iiiiiu ol tlu l.'onlijr, ;:nd are preparing,' 
eagerly to grusp ibeir share of a busioeea 
gieat beyond oaloulatioD. 

19. This grand movement requites only to 
bo set in inition, und the reul motive power 
to be^in ut tliu ri^ht cD'i. It is the ontorirt; 
\ved^;o which will, in iho ehorteat poyeiblo 
apucQ ol time, s.iy ivicliin ttiroe yeor.-^, 0[)en 
the duorway into the heart of a territory con- 
taining 40 millioDS of tho richoiit acres upon 
earth, where myriads of deer, i^Qtelope and 
buffalo roam (ind grow fat, Ihe settlers of 
Kurope oud Amsiica ciin live nnd Ihiira. 
Provicio this riean.-j of dccj^s, ihe ahortcat, 
Ibe f'peediost and tbo mo t roliablu all the 
year ro'imi, and ihe irurtano of population, 
tbe f.'iowth (if reaourcc.i and ^.'calth, will sat- 
isfy tho capiiiulisis ol th? puruiaouDcs of tbu 
movement and tbe sf^fety ol future iovest- 
raeeis. The digger for gold disappears when 
the- ' dirt ' becomes unproductive, bat tho dig- 
gers of iho Boil increaio ai.d muLiply, draw- 
in;; riches from tho land which thoy eiiiijh in 
their turn. 

20. So horoly oa iho railway whio'; now 
traverses tbe lathmas of raaama pays to ii.. 
stookboldars 'iS per oaol, as aarely will tho 
Red River section 'of the Canada Pacilio 
give like returns. Xiitaro haa ooriferrod 
upon the lirai ol t .tso cielcsive advaiilat;ee 
wuicb 111',' leg a'aiioii ol iho Doniiiiiou will 
secure to tho second. Under the chirter of 
tho Canada Pacilic no coini'Ciitio;! eaii arise, 
and 80 long a'! thut chart'.r endurm, the law 
creates its own isthmus.

Willi ^•ea^o^!ly an ui: lulalicn to eurraou;,;, 
running by Ihe f:id.j ul ^leat ilvor.^, ivilhoiit 
tliO nocossity ot bridj;i'ji{ any one of tlu'in, 
and passing for ita whole length through tno 
heart of tne Fertile B.lt, a tract of unsur- 
pao^oJ fonility — -eo fnr t.\.im| le, Lord .M l- 
ton and Dr. (JhcdIo'H ilisiuUiieu'od acoouiu, 
or lake tne luilo.viiijj trum thu pen ol i,t.- 
Goloiiel John Kioughton Dennio, now chiof 
of iho (,'overunieni survey at the lied Rivor, 
dated Augtist, 1809: — 'Latit, ut not leasl, 
Ibe land, my dear C, of the Red River val- 
ley excels in feniliiy Qiiyihinf; I ever .siw in 
my lile — tho wheat cropa aro a s i^hl to poo ; 
tbe avcraj^o yield ii^ .'(-tiiuited iit thirty 
bushels par acre, und 1 have no doubt that it 
will ba ho.' Tbo testimony of Ibia yonlli'- 
man epeaka for ilsoU in Canada — but !■ ■ 
writes of land which has been already cul'i- 
vatod probably for some year.— -what, iheie- 
foro, may not bo fairly expected from Ihe 
viri;in Boil of the A-a'niboinc and Saakai'-'ho 
wan? wlio:u Ihu Liud.s f^rauted lo the (-'')in- 
pnny will he 'icttled iiud utilized an the toad 
pro;!reseeB, and will far to defray thj coat 
of cunaliuction. 

22. li oaoQot be doubted but that tl.o rail- 
way will soi^tter.aettlere as it goes. A com- 
bination ol railway lines from flaliia.^c lo 
Kurt Garry und trim Philadelphia to fori 
Garry, will ruceivo die i;i;iiioii.'.e iull.ix of 
etrijrati'in Iroiii Ku!o;.u) wliioh awaitu anxi- 
ously cheap ciiveyiiiioir und ail aesured ic- 
logo. 

23. When wc reflect that, as st.ilod, there 
aro at tliiH time, of the pooplo of Englund, 
1,000,000 tupporied by Iho rRli:-payerj, anil 
that ilid co-t of .siieh bupport aiuouii h nniiu- 
ally to £l [,(/0O,O()0 tueiliiif,', and ij incroaa- 
mii, it ia citjur that emif^ratlou hau bocnnio a 
natmnal czi);enoy« and moat Boon beco<ne a 
uaiiouul cburiie. Oae- year's expondiiure 
upon this mass oi paopora would transport 
tbe whole of them lo tlie Foriilo Molt, und 
tranamute them into ihrltty oollcrs— eonau- 
niL'f: of foo.l ami mauur.iulurei'os — a national 
bi uedil, instuad ot a iiaiidii, 1 bur lion. Tho 
qio.^uon will be, whero cun the»o emijraiila 
'lO (lu; down most cheaply, niOAt expedilioui- 
ly> .aad mc^i ooDvenieuily, wiih tt\e best »e< 
autanoe of future selllcment. We kno?f that 
all it)«{e oonditioDS will bo fonod oombiaed 



in the Red Rivet Territory or Fertile Bolt, 
nod when fulfilled will benefit greatly Eng- 
land and Canada, and tbe transportation 
companies. 

24. It will be seen that the Assiniboine 
section docs doi roach tbe Pacific. It ter- 
minates at tho foot of the Rocky Mountains, 
but reaching thus far, it will attain all pre- 
sent objects, awaiting authority to extend, 
which will bo received either from the Loj^is- 
lature of British Colombia, or from that of 
tha Dominion, long before the eonflnes of 
Orilisb Columbia cao bo reached. There is 
indeed every reason to expect that Ibe PaciSc 
Junction will be commeoced at Iho Fucifio 
sea-bnard. A wailing this arrangement ond 
lianieiiinp 10 moot it, ibe Assiniboine nsotion 
will fulfil its own mission, self- reliant and 
eolf supporting, with benefit to ita propriei 
tary, with imroonao advantflge lo Canada — 
doing good to all men, and ready lo do mure. 

25. But iho first object ol its misjiou is to 
coaipensato iis own proprietary, to compoc- 
Bule ihoao who mako investments, in thu 
laith of prompt and fair returns, and it may 
bo confidaoilylsaid, that if iho Aiainiboino 
poeiion. does not extend beyond tho liooky 
iMnuDlaina, it cannot fail for the reaaona 
above, p:iven, to provo in itself a profitable 
invcBlmtnt. Like tbe Isthmus of Panama 
road, it opens a way to i now world, bat it 
finds it on iti path. 

2G. Hereafter, when the Paciflo section be- 
ooiJiea a reality, the buaincas and the profila 
ol Iho whole lino cannot fail to become enor- 
nioa?. Through trafiio from China and Japan 
10 Obicago, Toronto, Montreal and Unlifax, 
combined with a local bunnoia witbont 
brenk or interval, iiicreaaing from day to 
Ai-.y, nith ficsh elomonts of further inore5!.o 
f^fiiwiiit; witnout. 'I'hat nothing can stay 
tiie lioo ot enterprise and intorestjwhioh now 
-ets towards Ilia VVes', We may not discern 
the pieciao ohanoel, but wo know that the 
way exists, and may be eallsfied lhat long 
buiore our prMen( ee(erprije"bat).be brought 
to an end tbe road to the PaoiSo Ocoaa will 
bo open before ii8. 

THE Nll'IOON 8ECTI0N. 

27. It must be borne in mind that this 
groat Northwest Territory, although much 
iraversod, has sot been surveyed. We know 
cuou(;b ol the Red River and Assinboiue 
sections from the reports of (ravellers, traders 
and eoleotifio men, to speak confidently of 
ilie aspect of tbo country generally, and of 
the character of the soil, and, ibonco, there 
ci.u he no doubl as to the singular facilities 
allorded everywhere on lie face of this vast 
plateau for iba coostraclion of railways, but 
wlih tha Nipigoa seotion taking tbo same, to 
extend from Fort Qoirty to Lake Nipiaaing, 
wo ure not so well acquuinled. It has been 
travericd, nnd some portiona partially sur- 
veyed. We know lhat between Like Nipis- 
ning and Michipiootoo, on Lake Superior, to 
ilie north of.tho Goorg.an Bayfof Lake Huron, 
lari^o tracts of good land exiats, as yet uoin- 
hubitcd, bat from iMicbipicoton to Fore Garry 
ibo country ia al0o knowo to be Booky and 
ruijbod, Tho rivor^ Nipigoo, from which the 
floctiou ia named, desconda from Lake Nipigoo 
to Lake Superior, through a deep gorge, 
rooky and precipitioas, rising like the moou- 
moniul clifl of tho Sogueaay many hundred 
feet high. Caiofol surveys may produce a 
auto passage of this river Detweeo these two 
lakes. It is not, however, impoaiible but 
that the line may be forced lo cirouniveot 
fjike Mpi^'on. Lake Nipi({oii is reprrtad to 
iHl'ijl Ontario in ureu. To avoid, Ihurefore 
Mich a circuit, careful and tedious survey? 
will bo required 00 tbe line of tho river, and 
thence around the southern end of Lake, 
.Superior. 'I'heaa exploraiiuca will occupy 
much time, while the air lioo through a 
firaiiie oouutry can bo located rapidly und 
roliably. It is proposed, ihero'ore, on the 
ranliu.; of a charter, lo institulo at onco 
xphiriaiory surveys of tha Niiiigon aeclion. 
It inintendod also to proaecuta looatioo sur- 
veys on the Red River and Assiniboine sac- 
lioQ 50 soon ag tho Parliament ol the Do. 
minion f^ive authority, and il is hoped that 
ihcn tho iiogineers of tho company aud the 
surveyors ol Iho Govt'inmont will proceed at 
onco, aide by s da, to;ioottlB the line, and 
to survey and sot oil the lowaibipa toucbiog 
on tho line, ao ttiat tbe work of oooairoolioD 
and the progieaa of settlemoDt may adyance 
hanil in bund, 

26. lo presaniing ibii intiodueiion to the 
pubiio il fica not baen thouglii nocuasary lo 
'0 cneuinher uu already luu^ihy papor with 
staliHiical deiaila oonlirmative of tho luluro 
[ir,)fpeoi3 of the Uunadiaa Paoifie Railway. 
A i i j formal prospeeiaa will hereafter sup- 
ply all that can bo requited on this bead. 
It id only necoesnry to call attention now to 
tho wondfoua saocoBS of tho Ameiieai: Pa- 
cifio U.iilway ; to iiu cxtraordlnnry and ini 
cru(i^iiig rnturii.s, and lo the now acknow- 
I'j !i;od fact lhat it, ia alrondy overworkod 
and charged to repletion to satisfy tho pub-, 
he mind that. the Canadiso Paoifie wbibb 
will bo built under conditions ao mnob 
moro favorable, olear of heavy preliminary 
experscH, olear ot all land charges, having 
its line and station grounda fioe, and pos- 
sessing 1 ind r.llotmouts on each side ot ii3 
tracl; which will Hoouro population, and 
create loual trafiio cannot tail to p.oluoo 
groat returoa at it goea, and Baally Nharo 
and share largely in iba presoat and pros- 
peclivn prcliig of tho Aiuerioan Uonliul 
Puoilic.

INoiv Itailwaya in Min- 
netuiu coal, eqiiippod, S.'iO.OOO par mile, aud 
it ia believed lhat the road on tbe Red River 
and Asainibuiuo eoc ions of tho Canada 
PaoiQo oaa bo biiiil aj a much lower rale, 
a'od "mo'Si'' assurdly bo, if built, not upon 
credit, slock or bond, but ns i', will bo, on 
ca' h paymentK. 

3J. iSuch ia the Bchoina dcviued by Iho 
prorrotera of tho Canada Paoifie Railwoy. 
It ia a pchcmo aelf-makiDg, self..Bppo^OtiDK, 
ond Hclf reliant. There cannot be Ibe' aha- 
do>v of a doubt that the Rod Uivot section 
will bujld the Asainiboioo suction ; that 
the Assiniboine Bootion will extend lo the 
Paoifie and than build tho Nipigon floeli n, 
and lhat il.o (Juiiada I'lioifij Utilway i?ill 
ruiik as one ol ibo most auccesaful enler- 
prisea of the age if ia undeiiakea at onoe, 
boldly, and btgun at the right end.

Possibly Eomo ol' the readorB of this 
journal may bo tirod of seeing the numo 
of an unborn entorpriso bo repeatedly 
placed at the head nt our cditoriul w\- 
umDB J yelj we are disposed to think that 
"a'-' f^iw remarks rospecling the pros" 
fpectuB pabliehod in another oolumn will 
not be considered- illtimed. vlt is now 
two or three week8,?ince we were in- 
formed by talegrapb of the orgahizatioo 
of a scheme in Montreal for the constrnc- 
tion oiC th'e Canadian Pircific Eailway. 
; We'are enabled to-day to laj' before 
onr'lreaders a r.jrt, of preliminary pros- 
pectus, or oulluio of Ihiu scbciue, as 
published in tlie pr05a of iMcntroal ; and 
although ilio paper is lengthy yet the 
hnbjoct tn which it relates is ouo of such 
abrioibiiig iii.portnnco that we feel as- 
sured u'.iie v.ill conip'iun of ihc npaee 
thun occuiiicd. It will be readily oh- 
served that ihci prortotcrs of thi.. j-jii^an- 
tic otiiorprixe liilly icalizo tlio ii.njrii- 
lude of Iho uudertaliing — that, like 
a wise builder, thoy have counted 
the cost. To the cnsory obsoryer it 
may appear unreasonable to estimiuo 
the cost of this railway at lens than 
one-lialf tho cost of the Union racific ; 
but it will i'c ohFcrvcd that tlie '.:aici'.- 
luiion is not u mere haphazard one. it 
Las been seen that ra:lwuy8 in Minnow 
eom have been built aod ccjuipped for 
830,000 a mile, where payncnis v/ere 
not, for the most part, nuulr in e::!-ii. 
The ch:»raeter of the (wui,;: y tc bo tra-
